. Rigid enforcement cf the revis- 
‘ed state open fire law will start 
with the spring forest fire haz- 
ard period, the conservation de- 
‘partment warns. 

The law now provides. that a 
person who willfully or negligent- 
ly causes a damaging fire is liable 
for all expenses incurred by the 
State in suppressing, over and 
‘above services of regular person- 
nel and equipment. 

The law still specifies that a 
person who starts a brush, grass 
or any other type of open fire, 
except for domestic “purposes, 
without a permit, is subject to a 


jmaximum fine of $100 and/or 90/

ment has in its bins, and whether 
Europe ‘needs them.

God’s. Victory 
VEN IN churches you will not 
always hear the whole truth 
about Easter. You may hear that 
it is the festival of Returning Hope, 
or that it symbolizes new life, or 
that it stands for the triumph of 
faith over despair, or that it ex- 
presses our belief in immortality. 
In a way, all these ideas about 
Easter. are true, but if that is all, 
then we have not yet got down to 
‘the truth about Easter. 
. The fact is—the fact which gives 
a solid ground for all these other 
facts—the first Easter was the day
